REFERS TO RECENT SCANDALS 


Pledges Himself to Administer Pun­ 
ishment “Wherever Competent Evi­ 
dence of Guilt Can Be Produced.” 
Would Favor World Conference to 
Consider 
Further 
Limitation 
of 
Armaments— Synopsis of Address* 


New York, April 23.—rn an address 
here to newspaper editors-, President 
Coolidge sounded the keynote of his 
■coming campaign for the presidency, 
The “law of service,” both from a do­ 
mestic and international standpoint, 
is to be hie, platform. 
Tile president 
said: 
“One of the pre-eminent 
require­ 
m e n ts of our country at the present 
tim e is to establish and emphasize in 
the public mind the law of service. 
The danger of America is not in the 
direction of the failure to maintain 
its economic position, but in the di­ 
rection of the failure to maintain i s 
ideals.” 
The president 
said 
this “law of 
eervice” was “not to be confounded 
with a weak aud impractical senti­ 
m entalism .” 
And then to illustrate 
his meaning, he applied his idea of 
service to the questions of taxation, 
governmental economy, tho uprooting 
of iniquity in high places in* disclos d. 
by the scandal investigations and to 
A m erica's foreign relatione. 
Taking up first the scandals, Mr. 
Coolidge said their genesis lay in th* 
“easy money" era begotten of the 
war, and declared that it was not sur 
prising some government officials baa 
been corrupted. 
“ From all of this 
sordidness, the affair** of government, 
of oour.se, suffered,” said the presi­ 
dent. 
"In some of it a few public of!! 
cera were guilty 
participants. 
But 
th e wonder is not that this was so 
much but WI little and so few.” 
He 
pledged hit vfielf Lo “admi in Later pun 
ifvhment 
'Wherever 
com petent 
evi­ 
dence of//liilt can be produced.” 
President Coolidge criticised con­ 
gress for its failure "up to the pres­ 
e n t time accurately to comprehend 
and expeditiously to minister to the 
need of taxation reform,” but said he 
believed iii spite of this there would 
be tax reduction.

He said the idea tffat taxes on 
the great mas** of tile people could be 
cut and more taxes extracted from 
the rich was ail unworkable principle 
Turning then to foreign affairs th** 
president, after repeating that 
the 
league of nations is dead so far as 
the United Staten is concerned, paid 
♦high tribute to Secretory Hughes for 
initiating the idea of the experts’ 0011-

praised the work of the l)awe«* com­ 
mission. 
Mr. Coolidge 
added 
that 
w ith firm establishm ent of a settle­ 
m ent of the German reparations ques­ 
tion he would favor steps looking to­ 
ward the calling of another 
world 
conference to consider farther limita­ 
tion of arm am ents and the codifies 
lion of international law.

California towns. 
Spread of the cattle plague to San 
Bernardino county, a heretofore un­ 
infected area, has been reported to 
the elate departm ent of agriculture. 
The disease, according to advices, has 
attacked a herd of I,OOO hogs on a 
ranch 12 milos west of Colton. 
Im­ 
mediate steps were taken to quaran­ 
tine the entire southwest portion of 
the newly infected county.

brown ring beneath the skin or in 
more severe cases by a dry rot af- : 
footing a part or all of the tuber. All 
potatoes affected with the rot should | 
be discarded. 
Black scurf, a disease which forms 
dark brown specks on the surface of 
the potato, is another disease which is 
said 
to be common, especially on 
northern grown seed. 
This disease 
causes a reduced stand, weakens the : 
plants and causes small potatoes. 
Common scab, another 
important 
disease, is very destructive, often re­ 
ducing the yield and making the pota­ 
toes unsalable.
